Any 
changes since that version should be submitted using the current accepted format which includes 
using underlining for insertions and strike-through for deletions. All of the claims should be 
submitted with each claim including a status identifier. It is emphasized that changes to the 
claims should be made with respect to the active version of the claims (i.e., the version filed 
March 21, 2002). 

Second, the amendment to the specification filed March 21 2003 (paper no. 7) remains 
improper because the changes have not been submitted using either of the accepted formats. An 
amendment to the specification should be submitted in the current accepted format which 
includes replacement paragraphs using underlining for insertions and strike-through for deletions. 
It is emphasized that changes to the specification should be made with respect to the active 
version of the specification (i.e., the originally-filed version).
